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used exclusively for the burial of paupers, at an expense to the
county of not less than thirty-five, nor more than * * *
one hundred dollars, the body of any honorably discharged sol-
dier, sailor or marine and the wives or widows of such soldiers,
sailors or marines who shall have, at any time, served in the army
or navy of the United States, and who shall die not leaving suffi-
eient means to defray the necessary expenses of a decent burial,
or under financial circumstances which would distress his family
to pay the expenses of such burial.

SecTion 2. This act shall take effeet upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 113.

AN ACT to create section 19.07 of the statutes, relating to official
bonds.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTION 1. A new section is added to the statutes to read:
19.07 Any number of public officers, employes, or agents may
be combined in the bond prescribed in section 19.01 where the
bond for such persons is required to be filed in the same place,
and payment of the premium is required to be made from the
same fund or appropriation.
